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Mt. Wilson Trail Race is planned this Saturday

The Mt. Wilson Trail Race, Saturday, May 25, 
7:30 a.m., provides an exciting, fun event to 
start oil your holiday weekend, and it’s right here in 
Sierra Madre. 

The historic race, second oldest in California 
and probably the oldest of the currently run races, 
is run on Mt. Wilson Trail, oldest trail this side 
of the San Gabriel Range. 

For 121 years, the rugged trail, no more than 
three feet wide, has been underfoot for the pound¬ 
ing of numerous trains of pack animals, hikers and 
runners. During the duration of the race it will 
be limited to a special breed, those who run in 
this grueling race. 

The course covers almost nine miles from start 
at Kersting Court and Baldwin to turnaround at 
Orchard Camp and back again. There is no rest 
stop and there is an elevation gain of 2000 feet 
to the turnaround. The trail has many switch¬ 
backs and to make it even more of a challenge, 


ascending and descending runners are passing on the 
narrow dirt path. Anyone crossing the finish line is 
a winner. 

Amrose Zaro, 85, “keeper of the trail,’’ 
will have the honor of firing the 7:30 starting 
gun. Hikers and runners on the trail know Zaro 
well for his long years of hard work to keep the 
trail in good condition. 

Some 60 volunteers are involved in the planning 
of the event and contribute to the well-being and 
safety of the runners. Boy Scouts under the leader¬ 
ship of George Dale, hike up the trail and camp 
overnight to provide drinking water at a 2 Xi mile 
point on the trail and at turnaround. Sierra Madre 
Search and Rescue Team monitors the trail and 
stakes out at such dangerous points as those with 
steep vertical dropoffs. The Sierra Madre Fire De¬ 
partment EMTs will be stationed along the streets 
and have an aid station at Kersting Court to treat 
the blisters and other injuries at Kersting Court. 

Radio contact on the trail for any emergencies 
and to report progress of the race to the crowd 


in Kersting Court, is provided by volunteer ham 
radio operators. 

Sierra Madre Civic Club with Nan Carlton, 
chairman, will check in runners at 6 a.m. before 
race start and then move to the finish line to 
record stats for the runners. Husbands, with Larry 
Bickel as chairman, arc also on hand at the finish 
line. Automatic equipment at the finish point 
accurately records the time and order of the runners 
as they cross the TAC-sanctioned event. 

Other early arrivals are the Sierra Madre Wom¬ 
an’s Club. Runners may place valuables in their 
care during the race and then receive oranges after 
the run to replace body fluids. 

Marguerite Bowman and Frank Von Dongen, 
Chamber of Commerce, also lend their support, 
as does the Sierra Madre News. 

Members of the Trail Race committee will be 
selling souvenir T-shirts, this year a deep purple 
color with white logo, for $6 adult si/es, $4 
youth sizes. Also Trail Race buttons for $1.

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Traffic Safety Week 
May 19-25,1985

Governor George Deukmejian has 
declared May 19-25 Traffic Safety Week 
pointing to the tragic loss of life and limb 
resulting from the traffic accidents in 
1984. 

California has a population of 25,622,000 
people and 18,512,253 registered vehicles. 
At times it appears that they are all on 
the street at the same time. 

In 1984, 4999 persons were killed and 
309,352 injured in traffic accidents in 
California. Speed was the primary collision 
factor in 20.5% of the cases and 75% 
of these accidents occurred within city 
limits. In 65% of the injury accidents, 
alcohol was a factor. 

In Sierra Madre the statistics are 
much better, but improvement is needed. 
The last fatal accident in the city was in 
1979. Injury accidents continue, 25 in 
1984. Perhaps the difference in fatal and 
just injury is the speed of the objects. 
In 1984 the total number of accidents 
were down 20% and of those, the in¬ 
juries were down 37%. 

Because alcohol and speed are the 
biggest causes of accidents, we can very 
quickly reduce injuries by attention to 
these two areas. To this end we increased 
citations for these violations by 16% 
and increased arrests for driving under the 
influence by 18%. The effort paid off 
in reduction of injuries. 

The most effective and lasting traffic 
safety program involves motorists. A cour¬ 
teous driver obeying the traffic laws and 
looking out for his fellow drivers will make 
our streets safe and motoring a pleasure. 

We are approaching Memorial Day 
weekend. Don’t become one of the stats 
we will be looking at next week. Drive 
safely. 

Boaters beware 
over holiday 

To help boaters prepare for a safe 
Memorial Day weekend, one of the state’s 
most popular boating weekends, the Cal¬ 
ifornia Department of Boating and Water¬ 
ways has released a list of safety tips. 
They include the following: 

• Making sure that all the required 
safety equipment is on board, in¬ 
cluding personal flotation devices 
(life jackets). All boats, even canoes, 
rafts, and kayaks, must have the re¬ 
quired number of Coast Guard ap¬ 
proved life jackets aboard. 

• Operating a boat without drinking 
alcohol. The combination of boating 
and the outdoor environment mixed 
with alcohol greatly impairs boat 
handling skills and judgment. 

• Maintaining a proper lookout while 
underway to avoid collisions with 
other boats, water skiers or swim¬ 
mers. 

• Having all nonswimmers and child¬ 
ren wear their life jackets at all 
times when boating or near the water. 

• Remembering to reduce your 
speed to five miles an hour when 
within 200 feet of a bathing beach, 
swimming float in use, marina or 
other areas where boats are tied up. 

• Water skiing in areas that are not 
congested. When water skiing, it is 
required that in addition to the boat 
operator there must be an observer 
on board who is at least 12 years 
old. 

• Carrying extra tools and parts for 
emergency repairs aboard your boat. 

• Telling a friend or relative where 
you are going boating and when you 
expect to return. 

Health care 
is offered 
to seniors 

In an effort to assist California’s 
nearly 4 million seniors stay well, the state 
Department of Aging has initiated a com¬ 
prehensive health care program. 

The project represents a cooperative 
effort by governmental and private agen¬ 
cies to educate the elderly on the im¬ 
portance of preventive health care. Un¬ 
der the federal Department of Health and 
Human Services, the Public Health Ser¬ 
vice Agency and the Administration on 
Aging have joined with state governmen¬ 
tal entities in this national initiative. 

A concern of experts is that many 
older Americans who are on medication 
may not be taking appropriate drug use. 
The campaign will inform seniors on the 
importance of following instructions on 
any medication.

Since the brewing was 
a privilege set aside for their kings and 
restricted to temples, the earliest breweries 
were in places of worship.

And between you and me, and 
an ancient hieroglyphic temple inscription, it 
was recorded that Pharaoh Ramses 111 consumed 
466,303 jugs of beer in honor of the gods. 

Churches once sold beer to raise funds, 
and it became the most popular drink at 
weddings where it was poured by the bride 
herself. It became known as the bride’s ale — 
and thus we have the word bridal. People 
soon saw all the positive qualities in beer.

Reader urges 
publication of 
Group W stats 

A copy of this letter 
to Mr. Biolsi was sent 
to the Sierra Madre 
News. Ed. 

The council meeting of 
May 14, which purport¬ 
ed to be a ‘‘Public 
Forum” on the subject 
of the public relations 
between Group W and 
Sierra Madre, was 
severly limited by the rul¬ 
ing of Mayor Charles 
Corp that only one ques¬ 
tion could be posed for 
your answer by each 
member of the public 
who wished to ask ques¬ 
tions. 

My one questions was 
in regard to whether or 
not my 37% increase in 
the monthly service 
charge from Group W 
complies with the regu¬ 
lations concerning rate 
increases, in view of the 
fact that the Consumer 
Price Index has risen 
only 19% since the last 
increase for cable ser¬ 
vice. This is almost a 
200% increase over the 
Consumer Price Index. 
Another member of the 
audience noted that his 
increase was 67%. You 
agreed to make your res¬ 
ponse public through 
publication in the Sierra 
Madre News. 

I would like to fur¬ 
ther request, without the 
restrictions imposed by 
Mayor Corp, that Group 
W make public all of the 
statistics which would 
have been required, had 
our city council seen fit 
to hold a deregulation 
hearing as requested by a 
sizeable number of Sier¬ 
ra Madreans. 

This should include 
statistics in regard to 
your penetration and 
whether or not they com¬ 
ply with the require¬ 
ments for deregulation, 


and what are the five 
significantly - viewed 
channels which serve our 
community and is this 
with or without the aid 
of your cable? In other 
words, are you in the 
category of a luxury we 
can choose, or not 
choose, to add to our 
television viewing — or 
are we captives of your 
service? 

If we don’t like your 
service, what is our al¬ 
ternative, Mr. Biolsi? 

I challenge you to 
answer these questions 
voluntarily in a public 
letter to the Sierra Mad¬ 
re News. Doing so might 
be of some help in im¬ 
proving the sad state ot 
your public relations in 
our community.

Concerned about need 
to clean water basins 

The citizens of Sierra 
Madre can drive on dirt 
roads; they can do with¬ 
out schools, library, po¬ 
lice, fire, cable TV and 
even sidewalk cafes. 
That is, they can sur¬ 
vive (provided another 
Charles Manson family 
doesn’t adopt us). We 
can even survive with¬ 
out a city council. 

There are two things 
the citizens of Sierra 
Madre cannot do with¬ 
out: food and water. 

Food is provided by 
Howie’s Ranch Market 
and Roess Market in 
ample fashion. Both 
cover their jurisdiction 
exceedingly well. 

Water, however, is the 
city’s jurisdiction and for 
a number of years our 
city council has neglected 
the source of this most 
basic of our needs. 

A recent series of ar¬ 


ticles in The News on 
our water situation 
pointed out that we be¬ 
long to the San Gabriel 
Valley Municipal Water 
District and pay an ex- 
horbitant tax to be a 
member. However, we 
have no means of getting 
water, if we need it, from 
the SGVMWD. 

That leaves us relying 
on our own resources 
and, fortunately, we 
have them, else we would 
all be very thirsty indeed. 

Councilman Sam 
Simpson has initiated a 
program of desilting our 
spreading basins from 
which we take our pre¬ 
cious water. They have 
not been desilted tor 12- 
15 years, according to 
Councilman Simpson, 
although a ptogram was 
started by then-Public 
Works director Barney 
Westkamper, but then 
abandoned by the city 
council. 

In recent years the 
basins have silted over at 
an alarming rate and 
eventually, if not cleaned 
out, would percolate no 
water. And where would 
we be then? 

Last year the other 4 
councilmembers voted 
with Sam to desilt 3 of 
the 19 basins. Now Sam 
is back, asking the de- 
silting of 4 more. The 
cost? About $40,000. 
Our water fund (which 
can’t be spent for any¬ 
thing else, thank God), 
contains over $1,300,000. 

Sam is asking for less 
than 3% of our water 
fund reserves — to ensure 
us our water in the future. 

The council put Sam’s 
proposal for continuing 
the desilting program on 
the next agenda for the 


meeting of May 28. Let 
us pray the other 4 coun¬ 
cilmembers agree with 
his proposal then. If they 
should fail to do so, we 
could be in very deep 
trouble! 

Give Sam your sup¬ 
port at the May 28 coun¬ 
cil meeting.

I met someone who 
dreads to fly as much as 1 do — we shared 
“how to stay sane” tricks. And another new 
friends who is moving some place where I’ve 
lived and loved it — I'm glad to share some 
great places to eat and prowl. 

There was a lady wh said that she had been 
to all the Art Fairs. Her husband said that 
in addition to being there, she had bought 
things at all the Art Fairs. 

The Art Fair is a celebration of our city, 
ol each other, of spring, of talent, of the 
Friends of the Library and a reunion of a 
grand sort.

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"Preparing for an Emergency” 

(Part 2) 

I asi week I diseussed allergic reactions, 
bums, choking and drowning. Please take note 
of the additional health crises discussed today 
and remember to take your pet to the vet 
immediately following home treatment. 

Electric Shock: Disconnect the power 
source with a wood stick or a similar ob¬ 
ject which won’t conduct electricity. Keep your 
pet warm to prevent shock, and check for 
breathing and/or heartbeat. If necessary, ad¬ 
minister artificial respiration (to stimulate 
breathing) and ('PR (to stimulate the heart). 
Ellis procedure is the same as in humans, 
except that you will close your pet’s mouth 
and force air into the lungs through the 
animal’s nose. 

Fractures: Restrict movement and keep 
your pet warm. It you are far from a vet, 
wrap the broken limb in cotton. Use a stick 
or rolled newspaper as a temporary splint, 
and loosely wrap the limb and splint with 
gau/e or Ace bandage. 

Heat stroke: Ibis condition is brought 
on by high heal, humidity, and inadequate 
ventilation and water. Symptoms are panting, 
high fever (105 to 107 Fahrenheit), and col¬ 
lapse. I ower your pet’s body temperature by 
hosing or immensing him in cool water (up 
to the neck) for 10 minutes. Apply an ice pack 
to the head. 

Swallowed Objects: This applies to soft 
or smooth objects which are too large to 
pass out in the stool, such as rubber balls 
or marbles. Induce vomiting with syrup of 
Ipecac or a salt and water solution. Administer 
the solution with an eyedropper, close mouth, 
and lightly rub your pet’s nose (this en¬ 
courages him to swallow). Do not induce 
vomiting if your pel swallows a sharp object. 

Hopefully, you will rarely need to act as 
a nurse to your pet. It an emergency does 
arise, I hope that you will find this in¬ 
formation helpful. II you would like more

There are those who say that Bota Bora is the 
world’s most beautiful island, but they will find 
there are others who claim another isle is even 
lovelier — the island of Ponape in the eastern 
Carolines, a paradise in one of the loneliest 
parts of the world: Micronesia, in the South Pa¬ 
cific. 

We haven’t been to Bora Bora, hut we can 
attest to the beauty ot Ponape. Ii has our vote as 
the “Pearl of the Pacific.” 

Our 12-day cruise aboard the small ship Thor- 
finn, maneuvering through deadly coral reels and 
anchoring in shallow lagoons and coral atolls in the 
eastern Caroline Islands, gave us Ponape as a 
special reward at the end of our voyage. 

As we approached the island, rain clouds ob¬ 
scured the mountains, which rise to some 2000 It., 
but left clear the view of Sokehs Rock, Ponape’s 
“Diamond Head.” Its jagged, black face hall- 
covered by clinging vines and trees, ii seemed to 
spring from its jungled base with a wild, un¬ 
fettered beauty. Unlike Diamond Head, its drama 
was unspoiled by high-rise hotels and the trappings 
of civilization. 

We were supposed to leave that afternoon, but 
the enchantment of Ponape led us, on the spur 
of the moment, to cancel our flight and stay over 
to savor this wondrous place whose beauty is 
created by some 2(X) in. of rain each year at sea 
level and some 400 in. in the mountains, one of 
the wettest spots on earth. 

The village hotel was recommended to us and 
as we signed in, the owner-manager said, “I don’t 
believe it — Sierra Madre, Auburn Avenue. We 
lived on Lima and then Auburn. My husband work¬ 
ed for many years at Sierra Engineering." Their 
names: Patti and Bob Arthur. 

They asked about Howard Whalen, whom they 
had loved dearly, and mentioned Tommy Ann 
and Howard Miller. Their friends, Sierra Madreans 
Donna and Bill Rowe, are scheduled to visit in a 
few months. Marilvn and Kandy Stoke ol Ar¬ 


cadia stayed with them four years ago. The Arthurs 
have been in Ponape 16 years. 

Only 6 to 7000 visitors come to Ponape from 
all over the world each year and here were two 
former Sierra Madreans there to welcome the two 
of us, and two more soon. 

We asked why they had migrated to Ponape 
and Bob said, one day it had occurred to them 
lhat there must he something better in life and, 
after a stint in the Caribbean, they found them¬ 
selves in Ponape, and that was it — the something 
better. Bob designed the thatched, main Long House 
containing the lobby and restaurant and individual 
thatched ihmws as guest cottages which cling to the 
precipitous mountainside on stilts like ticc houses, 
linked hv winding stone steps and walkways. The 
effect is worthy of paradise. Neither would trade 
his or her life loi anything. 

Thev arranged a boat tour to the ancient ruins 
of Nan Madol. The trip included snorkling on the 
shallow reef where we could reach down and touch 
beautiful yellow coral and grasp vivid blue starfish 
in our hands. We also visited Kepirohi Waterfall, 
a roaring 50-ft. cataract with fresh-water eels 
in the pool below where we dunked to wash off 
the salt water. We tossed our leftover bread from 
o\er-fienerous sandwiches into the pool and each 
piece was snapped up almost before it hit the water. 

Nan Madol, built in the 12th century by a 
mysterious people who moved on before the mighty 
walls were completed, spreads over more than 100 
small man-made islands, linked by canals like a 
South Pacific Venice. The enormous stones in the 
walls each weigh several tons and no answer to the 
question of how they moved and placed them, one 
on another, has been found. Between the megaliths 
are rows of horizontally-placed pentagonal basalt 
crystal "logs,” transported from areas as distant as 
20 miles, where nature created the odd 5-sided 
"posts.” Here, in California, the Devil’s Postpile 
presents the same phenomenon. 

The ruins are unique — like no others on 
ear tli — hut they have an aura akin to the great

Mayan ruins: enigmatic, mysterious and somehow 
threatening, as if the awesome spirits which inspired 
their creation were still there, waiting. 

The site can only be reached by water and only 
at high tide. Even then, with nine people in our 
small motor boat, three of the men had to get 
out and “walk” the boat across the shallows. The 
hulk of a stranded German ship, caught on the reel 
some 30 years past, attested to the power of the 
jagged barrier to protect the sacred site. 

A visit to the Micronesian Cultural Center, 
brought demonstrations of Ponapcan craftworking 
and cooking, as well as traditional dances and a 
ceremonial coconut cupful of sakau, which is 
described as “a narcotic drink,” with an effect 
hall-way between a barbiturate and pot. We were 
expected to partake and felt it would be dis¬ 
courteous to reI use. 

I he result was awesome. The consistency was 
that of raw egg whites and the taste was the stuff 
of nightmares. Our tongues, lips and mouths turned 
numb and “hairy” and my hands refused to hold 
the woven “plate” filled with roast-steamed tarro 
and banana. I he fact that my husband wore his 
flowered lei crown for several hours, smiling 
beneficently at the world, attested to the potency. 
I ike the peyote of our American Indians, sakau is 
a part of the sacred religious heritage of Po- 
napeans and, thus, immune to law. 

We were reluctant to bid farewell to the 
beautiful island. We hope one day to return to 
^Micronesia and especially Ponape. Next time, how- 
.ever, we’ll skip the sakau.
